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1 . The Final rejection stated that claim 59 would be allowable if rewritten to 
overcome to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
Claim 59 as proposed fails to include all the limitations of the base claim and all 
intervening claims. The scope of claim 59 proposed is different than that addressed in 
the Final rejection as such it would require further consideration and the Amendment 
After Final is NOT entered. 

2. The new examiner of record also notes that the first and second joinery systems 
of proposed claim 59 are claimed opposite to what is described in the specification, that 
proposed claim 59 contains subject matter which was not described in the specification 
in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is 
most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention, in that there is an inadequate 
description of the at least one bracket being adjustably positioned and attached to the 
panel sides and of at least two or more panels connected to and positioned at any 
dihedral angle with respect to each other through 360 degrees and the language 
"through at the vertice" in claim 56 is unclear.
